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The ship’s visit will coin¬ 
cide with the arrival of the 
first cruise ship to visit 
Lyme Regis and the re¬ 
naming of the Marine Pa¬ 
rade shelters central 
pavilion to the Jubilee 
Pavilion on May 20th, 
making it an extra-special 
weekend for the town. 

The programme for the 
visit also includes the 
chance for 180 people to 
go aboard the warship, a 
football match with the 


crew playing against Lyme 
Regis Football Club, a gig 
race and official engage¬ 
ments including a civic re¬ 
ception. 

The Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Sally 
Holman, has been plan¬ 
ning the Navy’s visit for 
several months but has had 
to keep plans underwraps 
until now for security rea¬ 
sons. 

She said: “This is a great 
honour for Lyme Regis 
and I am delighted the visit 
coincides with the naming 
of our Jubilee Pavilion. 

“We owe a big thank you 
to those who worked hard 


behind the scenes to make 
it possible for the visit of 
HMS Edinburgh.” 

One of the highlights of 
the weekend will be the 
chance for two groups of 
90 members of the public 
to go aboard the warship 
between 2pm and 4pm on

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DRESSING up in a bunny costume, walking 5km 
for charity or working with local traders are all 
just part of a day's work for Sian Smail. 

As'Community Champion'for Tesco's supermar¬ 
ket on Portland it is her job to rally colleagues 
and people in the local community to work to¬ 
gether in raising funds and awareness for all 
sorts of worthy causes. 

This year the store's chosen charity is Cancer Re¬ 
search UK and here Sian also talks about the ways 
in which she is hoping to reach the fundraising 
target and get as many people as possible in¬ 
volved in the campaign. 

Sian is 32 years old and lives on Portland with 
her two children. 


■ HOW did you come to be living on Portland? 

I moved here from the Bournemouth area three years 
ago. My family are from Wales but I was born in France 
and I grew up in Somerset. As a student I lived in Leeds 
and when I got my first career job it brought me down 
to Dorset to be an Assistant Manager in a residential 
home for the elderly in Poole. 

■ SO how did you end up working as a 'Community 
Champion' for Tesco? 

Circumstances really... and it fitted in well with childcare 
and family commitments. I have very flexible working 
hours and Tesco are a great company to work for. The 
Portland store opened here in Easton last February and I 
started the job last September. 

■ WHAT is your role at Tesco? 

My role is Community Champion. It means I go out and 
about within the community working with all sorts of dif¬ 
ferent groups like Scouts, schools, pre-schools. I work 
with them on fundraising projects, give talks, and organ¬ 
ise things like healthy eating campaigns and visits from 
the police service. At the moment I'm working with busi¬ 
ness studies students at Royal Manor School on a cus¬ 
tomer services training project. I also work with the 
Easton Traders Group and the Portland Community Part¬ 
nership - we're trying to encourage people to shop in 
Easton and work out ways we can best support the local 
traders and bring a greater footfall into Portland. 

■ IT sounds like you really enjoy your job? 

I love my job! It's so varied - you're never quite sure what's 
going to happen from one day to the next. Some days 
I'm walking round the store helping with a bag-pack 
fundraiser, other days I'm out in the community working 
with all sorts of interesting people. Over Easter I dressed 
up as a large dancing bunny to raise money for Cancer 
Research UK which is Tesco's Charity of the Year. I man¬ 
aged to raise £109 in just two hours which was pretty 
good going, even for a rabbit! Our target for this store is 
£2,500. Last year our charity of the year was the 



Alzheimer's Society, I managed to exceed our target by 
nearly £500 and am hoping to do the same for Cancer 
Research UK. 

■ WHAT kind of events have you got lined up to help 
you reach that target? 
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I've got a large team of people from the store going out 
to take part in the Race For Life events in Dorchester on 
May 20th and Poole on June 24th. I'm going to take part 
in the Poole race myself but I'll be walking it not running. 
Anyone can do it - it's only 5km and you don't have to 
be super fit to take part. The brilliant thing is that indi¬ 
vidual staff fundraising is then topped up by 20 per cent 
by Tesco. 

■ DO you find the people of Portland to be generous 
in their giving? 

Yes, amazingly generous - not just with their money but 
also with their time and enthusiasm, especially consid¬ 
ering that the area is not particularly wealthy and with 
the economy being as it is.The local population has been 
incredible in supporting all our local community groups 
and our charity of the year. 

■ IF a visitor came to Portland and wanted to see the 
highlights, where would you take them? 

I'd definitely take them around Portland Bill - the views 
are so fantastic, and there's a beautiful little cafe down 
there as well which makes it an ideal place to go. Then 
there are the quarries which have sculptures and show 
off the craftsmanship that the island holds. I'd also take 
them to the old unused quarries by The Verne which is 
now a Wildlife Nature Reserve, and then we'd go up to 
the viewing point on The Heights where you can see the 
entire stretch of Chesil Beach on a clear day. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

After the normal things of buying a house and getting 
some security for my childrens'future, I'd then by a brand 
new car, have a shopping spree and go on a nice holiday 
somewhere - anywhere hot and sunny. Just a few simple 
pleasures.

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Lynch becoming a'major 
health and safety concern' 


THE Lynch pathway in 
Lyme Regis has become a 
"serious health and 
safety" concern due to 
overgrown vegetation 
and broken edging 
stones. 

Speaking at last week's 
Operational Management 
Sub-Committee meeting, 
town clerk Mike Lewis re¬ 
ported that the un-fenced 
riverside pathway be¬ 
tween Mill Green and the 
Town Mill was now a 
"major problem" and 
eighty of the path's edg¬ 
ing stones had fallen in 
the River Lim. 

Mr Lewis said part of the 
cause was the overgrown 
vegetation which Dorset 
County Council had "not 
kept under control". 

He reported that the 
issue was previously 
raised by former council¬ 
lor David Cozens and the 
vegetation was eventu¬ 
ally cut back several years 
ago, as it was becoming 
dangerous for people to 
walk along the path when 
they could not see the 
edge. 

However, Mr Lewis said: 
"They did not deal with 
the edging stones then. 
There weren't so many 
then but they couldn't af¬ 
ford to deal with them." 

Speaking on the current 
state of The Lynch, Mr 
lewis continued: "There 
are lengthy sections that 
are ok but there are a lot 
that need doing."

He added that the over¬ 
grown plants would con¬ 
tinue to push the stones 
out unless they were 
completely dug out. Sub¬ 
committee chairman, 
Councillor Chris Clipson, 
said that they were 
perennial plants and 
would continue to grow 
back each year unless 
they were properly re¬ 
moved. 

The town clerk said he 
had taken advice from 
John Broome and was 


told the work would re¬ 
quire scaffolding in the 
river, permission from the 
Environment Agency and 
the path would have to 
be closed. 

Mr Lewis described the 
path as a "serious health 
and safety concern" and 
said he would be speak¬ 
ing to the county council 
to see what they were 
going to do about it. 

"It's a public right of way 
and they have a responsi¬ 
bility to make sure it's safe 


for the public to use, and 
it's not," he added. 

Councillor Mark Gage 
said:"I don't think anyone 
can underestimate the 
level of work that has to 
be done here. It will be 
quite expensive for the 
county to resolve but we 
need to make sure they 
take responsibility for 
what is a serious health 
and safety matter." 

Councillor Gage also 
asked that county coun¬ 
cillor Colonel Geoffrey 
Brierley be kept informed 
of what was going on as 
he was sure he would 
push for the town's best 
interests.

Gail recieved her “Highly Commended” 
certificate for the Prince Philip Medal, an 
international award honouring those who 
have “travelled the City & Guilds path” 
and achieved outstaning accomplishments 
in their chosen field. 

Following a successful career as a sign 
language interpreter, Gail enrolled on 
Lyme Regis Boat Building Academy’s 38- 
week course in 2004 wanting to change 
career. Funded by a City & Guilds bursary 
she achieved City & Guilds levels 2 and 3 
in boat building, maintenance and support 
and also began a relationship with the 
academy and Lyme Regis that continues 
to this day. 

After working as an instructor at the academy she 
moved on to become an independent boat builder but has 
not moved too far from home, as she now works in a 
workshop on the academy’s site at Monmouth Beach. 
Gail is currently building Lyme Regis Gig Club’s third 
wooden gig to be launched this summer. 

She said: “The City & Guilds bursary award in 2004 
opened the door of boat building for me and I have never 
looked back. I am passionate about the building and pre¬ 
serving of traditional wooden boats and the stories they 
have to tell about our communities and our shores. 

“This award is an incredible affirmation of this and it 
is a great privilege to receive it. Thank you to all who 
have guided, inspired and supported me along this jour¬ 
ney.”

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Council in favour of 
barbecues on beach 
but not on Cart Road

TOWN councillors dis¬ 
cussed the future use of 
barbecues on the beach last 
week, with many speaking 
in favour of them. 

The issue was raised at 
the Operational Manage¬ 
ment Sub-Committee 
meeting after Councillor 
Terry O’Grady complained 
that a beach hut user had 
used a wheelbarrow and 
gas canister as a barbecue 
on the Cart Road. 

He said: “If one of the 
restaurants in town was to 
want one of those they 
would have to apply for a 
license, and would strug¬ 
gle to get one. Can we 
write to these people and is 
there any policy for barbe¬ 
cues on the beach?” 

The town clerk Mike 
Lewis reported that there 
was no policy for barbe¬ 
cues on the beach, but the 
previous council had dis¬ 
cussed it when drafting out 
bye-laws so there was pro¬ 
vision to regulate barbe¬ 
cues if the new council so 
wished. 

He added that the bye¬ 
laws had been looked at so 
long ago that the new 
council ought to re-look at 
them as they might have 
different views. 

Councillor O’Grady 

added: “One thing I don’t 


want to do is start banning 
barbecues on the beach but 
maybe put some limit on 
the size of them.” 

He suggested that just 
disposable barbecues 

could be used. 

Councillor Anita 

Williams argued: “I would 
say what we don’t want is 
disposable barbecues be¬ 
cause they are the ones 
that are likely to get buried 
in the sand. If you have 
taken the time to carry a 
proper barbecue down 
there you’re not likely to 
dump it. You might dump 
the coals but that’s another 
issue.” 

Councillor Williams 
asked if a policy or advice 
on barbecues could be in¬ 
cluded in the agreement 
given out to beach hut hir¬ 
ers. 

Councillor O’Grady 

said: “I completely dis¬ 
agree with you Anita. We 
brought down a proper 
barbecue ourselves and it 
caused more problems 
than a disposable one 
would have. They’re much 
easier to put out.” 


Councillor George 
Symonds said: “We don’t 
have too many problems 
with barbecues on the 
beach and I wouldn’t want 
to see them banned. A ban 
would also be quite hard to 
police.” 

The chairman, Council¬ 
lor Chris Clipson, replied: 
“I don’t think anyone here 
wants to see them 
banned.” 

He proposed pursuing 
adding a section on barbe¬ 
cues to the document 
given out to all beach hut 
users, using the informa¬ 
tion on barbecues used in 
Earth Festival literature as 
an example, which advises 
to cool disposable barbe¬ 
cues down with seawater 
and to take them home. It 
was suggested that a sen¬ 
tence should be added stat¬ 
ing that beach hut users are 
not to use the Cart Road 
for barbecues but the shin¬ 
gle beach instead. 

Councillor Clipson said 
he would put a paragraph 
together and bring it back 
to the council. 


Objections to new beach sign 


COUNCILLORS have objected to a large 
information sign being installed on the 
Cart Road by West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil. 

The district council wants to place two 
bathing water information signs along the 
seafront, one on Gun Cliff Walk and one 
on the Cart Road. It was agreed that on 
Gun Cliff a suitable position would be on 
the stone wall under a plaque marking 
Lyme Regis Football Club’s link with its 
twin club in Creully, Normandy. 

However, the town and district council 
have failed to agree on a position for the 
other sign, described by town clerk Mike 
Lewis as “three times the size of an A3 


piece of paper”. 

The town council’s preferred site for the 
sign would be by the Slipway where there 
is already a number of information signs. 
But the district council has said this is too 
far from the front beach and would prefer 
it on the Cart Road next to one of the en¬ 
trances to the beach. 

Councillors as last week’s Operational 
Management Sub-Committee unani¬ 
mously disagreed with the proposed posi¬ 
tion, saying it would block views and was 
not in keeping with the area. They advised 
that the town clerk continue to resist the 
proposed location. 


Town won't fund pigeon deterrants 


LYME Regis Town Council will not have 
to contribute financially to the impending 
works to deter pigeons from the River 
Lim. 

Measures will be taken to deter pigeons 
from nesting and roosting along a stretch 
of the river, from the source to the Town 
Mill, in an attempt to improve water qual¬ 
ity on the town’s beaches. 

The idea came from a meeting between 
the Environment Agency, the town coun¬ 
cil and West Dorset District Council after 
Lyme’s Back Beach failed to meet water 
quality standards set by the Marine Con¬ 
servation Society last year. 

The work would require scaffolding to 
be set up in the river and town councillors 
were concerned they would have to con¬ 
tribute significantly to the cost. However, 


West Dorset District Council put forward 
£1,000 for the works on the grounds that 
it was match funded and now South West 
Water, who have previously not been in¬ 
volved in discussions, has also agreed to 
make a contribution, although the amount 
is not yet known. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis reported at last 
week’s Operational Management Sub- 
Committee that he had since talked to the 
Environment Agency to ask if the town 
council still had to contribute financially 
and was told they did not. 

He said the town council’s contribution 
could be to put the Environment Agency 
in touch with landowners along the af¬ 
fected stretch of the river. These residents 
would be contacted before work could go 
ahead.

Setting the record straight 

A letter from the Mayor 


■ I AM responding, to set the record straight, on items 
recently reported in the View From Lyme Regis. 

As Mayor, my role is to take up any issues, from coun¬ 
cillors, members of the public or staff should they come 
directly to me, and make enquiries, acting if necessary. 
This I do, according to time available. 

With regard to Councillor Symonds’ request to see 
staffing records (View From Lyme Regis, April 25th), 
my investigations, shared during subsequent discussion 
with members at Organisational Management Sub- 
Committee, convinced me that correct procedures had 
been followed. Like any other organisation, Lyme Regis 
Town Council pays particular regard to staffing proce¬ 
dures. Similarly with Mr Hallet’s complaint, I advised 
of options open to him. 

Both of these were brought into the public domain at 
council and at the Annual Town Meeting, as reported, 
and if those attending chose not to respect the chair, 
being more heavy-handed would not have served a use¬ 
ful purpose. 

I do not have any problem with chairing public meet¬ 
ings, that is part of the job. I welcome the opportunity 
to make a full report on the year, supported by a strong 
team of chairs who did likewise. Full minutes of the 


meeting will be made available on the Lyme Regis 
Town Council website. From those reports, the wide 
range of achievements this year by your council was 
made clear. 

You may recall the public concern over the future of 
the Medical Centre and may have been present when I 
asked that LymeForward be included at the next stage, 
comment on the draft of the contract before it is sent 
out. I can now report that this is likely to happen. 

I have recently returned from a twinning visit to St 
George’s, Bermuda, making additional contacts on be¬ 
half of the museum, gig club and arts communities, 
among other duties. We do all pay our own expenses on 
such visits, there is no such thing as a free lunch! Yes, I 
had a great time, but as Mayor I am conscious that I am 
always representing Lyme Regis. 

Thank you for your reporting on the town’s council 
and the many special events which happen here. The vi¬ 
sual record is especially impressive.

Town has forgotten the 
youngsters that live in it 


■ I WAS offended by the claims and opinion Helen Case 
took in her letter addressing the supposed waste of money 
to build a skatepark in Lyme Regis (View From Lyme 
Regis, May 2nd). Her claims about a survey were inac¬ 
curate and her worry about car parking spaces anger me.

Helen Case knows nothing about the impact the tourist 
season has on our town due to traffic. If she did, she 
would realise that already our town has one of the biggest 
car parking schemes for its size, all to facilitate the beach, 
with four main car parks, two small off-set ones and three 
fields dedicated to the park and ride service created to 
ease the town of congestion. 

So parking in Lyme Regis is sorted. Secondly, she is 
not aware that, as a youngster in Lyme Regis, there is no 
where to go to socialise. 

I doubt Helen realises the cost of a skatepark and how, 
if built correctly, it can be maintained at a lower cost then 
any other sports facility that Lyme already has. As for the 
beach maintenance, which is through the roof but un-sta¬ 
ble due to its income. 

The old skatepark was taken away along with the shel¬ 
ters that were replaced by shops - shops which will be 
paying £25,000 a year for those spaces - from an empty 


shelter which was once used and patrolled by a dog war¬ 
den who used to take our skateboards away. 

So there is nowhere to skate in Lyme and it looks like 
the town has forgotten the youngsters that reside in it, 
providing mud jumps as a cheap fix, and trying to move 
kids off the street with no real source of anything better 
than drugs and alcohol to go to. 

Helen Case thinks it’s better that we make our town just 
for the use of tourists, because that’s obviously what the 
town was put there to do. I’m pretty sure the flocking 
tourists would like something else rather than the packed 
beach to send their kids to enjoy. 

I feel that by letting her make these claims in your 
newspaper you are offending a young community which 
never gets a say and never get to voice their opinion, as 
you think it’s not worthy of press. I just wanted to say 
that the next time I drive through Lyme Regis, I will feel 
no respect for the town as it takes and does as it pleases 
for those that are closest to the top.

WHEN Jack sows a magic bean that disappears up into the sky 
in the traditional story of Jack and the Beanstalk, children are 
transported into a world of giants and fantastic adventures.

Getting started 

There is no'right'age for children to start gardening. When they 
are toddlers, they will naturally want to be with you outside and 
will join in with your activities - digging, helping to push the 
wheelbarrow, watering crops, adding weeds to the compost, and 
so on. If you give them their own-sized tools, they will enjoy their 
time in the garden even more. 

Give them space of their own 

Children need a safe place to play, but you can also set aside 
an area (maybe a small raised bed) for them to grow flowers and 
vegetables of their own. A packet of nasturtiums is a good start¬ 
ing point - the seeds are chunky and the results are satisfying 
and colourful. Painting a bright sign to show it is their area or 
building a scarecrow can help foster a sense of ownership. 

Point out the wildlife 

Help to make your children aware of the wildlife in the garden. 
Point out how a robin hops in to catch the insects and worms 
that you disturb, how bees and insects pollinate flowers, how 
frogs and hedgehogs eat slugs and snails and how ladybirds 
keep down aphids which would otherwise spoil the flowers and 
vegetables. 

Young Children 

You can involve young children and toddlers by appealing to 
all of their senses. 

Smell: Encourage them to smell flowers and herbs. Get them 
to rub in their fingers and smell thyme and rosemary or lemon 
verbena or garden mints of all varieties. 

Taste: If you grow vegetables, you have the ideal opportunity 


to let children sample the exquisite taste of freshly-picked pro¬ 
duce. What is sweeter than peas straight from the pod? Let them 
be the first to pull up young carrots or pick raspberries and straw¬ 
berries. 

Sight: There is so much for children to see in a garden. As in¬ 
spiration for pictures it provides the perfect palette - where bet¬ 
ter to find a buttercup yellow, a rose red, a cornflower blue? 

Sound: Out in the garden, your child will hear the birds singing 
and the buzz of bees as they visit each flower in turn. Get them 
to listen for less obvious sounds like the wind in the trees, grasses 
rustling, or the rasp of grasshoppers. 

Touch: Children reach out to feel what they see, so encourage 
them to experience different textures outdoors. Let them handle 
runner beans and other seeds. Digging soil and getting their 
hands dirty is a great lesson in itself. Finding homes for any 
worms you dig up gives them a worthwhile task, especially when 
they learn how beneficial they are for the soil. 

Teenagers can be tempted 

Enticing older children away from their computers is not as 
hard as it might seem. Introduce an element of competition and 
they will soon become keen horticulturalists. 

Local produce shows invite entries for the largest pumpkins or 
marrows, or the longest carrot. 

Schools often challenge their pupils to grow the tallest sun¬ 
flowers, which can be started in yoghurt pots and then planted 
in the garden as soon as they reach about 15cm in height (mak¬ 
ing sure they do not become pot-bound). 

It really is magic 

Of course, the one plant your child must grow is a beanstalk. It 
may never reach the sky, but seeing a strong shoot emerge just 
two weeks after poking the seed into a pot of compost should 
have your budding gardener hooked for life.

But none, alas! shall mourn for me!

"Italians have tiramisu and ice cream, of 
course, but England's puddings are the best 
in the world," says Stefano. 

"Many Italians still have a poor opinion of 
English cooking but it's so unjusti¬ 
fied. England has a wonderful tra¬ 
dition of cake making and 
puddings that puts Italian deserts 
to shame."

THE YEAR 7 Sir John Colfox School

After conceding an early goal, a 
double from Riley Weedon and a stu¬ 
pendous individual goal from Sam 
Handyside clinched victory.

They weathered the storm however 
and clinched victory five minutes 
from time when Handyside went on a 
mazy run before firing home the third. 

Coach Andy David said: "This was a 
fantastic performance, and I am 
proud of each and everyone of the 
team.

fill their places, but it takes time." 

The figures might indeed have been 
better had the weather not been so 
unseasonable. 

A lot of Buckler's horses prefer give 
in the ground, but the very dry winter 
and exceptional weather in March 
meant fast, firm ground at many 
courses despite watering. 


As a result many did not run or 
those that did often ran in less than 
ideal conditions. 

One big loss was Mizzurka who had 
a great 2009-10 season earning over 
£18k when winning three of her six 
races. 

However a leg injury delayed her 
progress, and meanwhile she was 
sent to stud and is currently in foal 
sired by Black Sam Bellamy who is a 
full brother to 2001 Derby and Irish 
Derby winner Galileo and half brother 
to Sea The Stars, the only horse to 
have won the 2,000 Guineas, Epsom 
Derby and Prixde I'ArcdeTriomphe in 
the same year (2009). She is unlikely 
to return to racing. 

Buckler was also unlucky with 
Trenchant who tragically collapsed 
and died after pulling up in his second 
race in February. 

One of three horses that won on 
their first time out for the yard last 
season, Buckler believed the seven- 
year-old was a star in the making and 
would have been very successful, and 
his death was a big blow to the stable. 

Despite these setbacks, Buckler's 
reputation for training top chasers has 
shone through once again. 

Of his 35 runners over hurdles, only 


one was a winner, whilst his success 
rate over fences was one in six with 
another 14 winners from 83 runners. 

Buckler is certainly optimistic look¬ 
ing to the future, and believes there 
are a number of young horses who 
have good prospects, whilst others 
are starting to mature and improve. 

Ethiopia, Cullahill, Mister Matt, 
Sulpius and Flag Flier who have 
been consistently successful through 
the season will train on through the 
summer, and hopefully benefit from 
firmer ground. 

Young horses Never Says Never, 
Diggers Mate and The Happy War¬ 
rior all got racetrack experience last 
term with runs in bumpers, and will 
be that much more aware and experi¬ 
enced after a summer to grow and 
mature. 

Two others - Ballyegan and Glen- 
wood Present who have both shown 
potential require throat operations in 
the summer following breathing 
problems during the season, but 
Buckler believes they will both be 
stars once they are fit. 

Buckler said: "There are bags of po¬ 
tential in the yard and plenty of talent 
to work with and we are all looking 
forward to an exciting season."
